The following exceediagly practical comments 
appear In a recent monthly report issued by Mr.

Directors, asa rule, do not sufficiently 
bear in mind that they are but the servants of 
the shareholders placed.in a position of trust. to 
safeguard the capital belonging tothem., They 
too much {gnore the fact that the owners of that 
capital are’ naturally at all times anxious about 
the poaltion of thelr property, and thatthey ought 
to be. advised promptly of anything {n any way 
or sbape affecting {t, This is by no means 
done; in fact, it lsnotorlous that shareholders are 
kept at srm’s length, and secretaries aré given 
instructions to vouchaafe os litle taformation as 
easible, Recently. several instances of thls 
Fave given grave cause for dissatisfaction, and 
have gone x long way to shake confideoce in 
the underzakings, .For months past the shares: 
of J. and P. Coats have been’ subject to/-violent. 
fluctuations, owing to rumoonrs of prices in the 
thread trade being cut, and It {s gencrally under. 
stood that the directors, at least two months ago, 
cxme to’ an-underslanding that, in consequence 
of this competition, no Interlm dividend would 
be pald on the ordinary shares, but of this 
the shareholders were only recently officially 
.advised.:’ The half year of the San Francisco 
Brewery coded on the asst of October, but it 
was the end: of February before the directors 
‘announced that the enr. ings did not admit of an 
interim dividend bring paid on tho -Preference 
shares, A fortnight before this announcement, 
the Ordinary shares ‘were quoted 4} and'the 
Preference shates at .7, but before . the 
annouccement was made they had ‘declined:
